Five hundred thousand men of the volunteer forces of the United 
States are mobilized and only waiting for completion of their camps 
to take their places among the armed forces of the county.

trenches by the side of the French, English and Belgian lighting men. 
It will not be long until thousands and tens of thousands of the boys, 
who have stepped forth at the call of their country, will be on the 
’ightmg front. 
Soon the casualty lists will be printed on the 
front pages 
of 
our 
daily papers and every morning we shall look for the nam es of rela­ 
tives, friends and acquaintances, and will read with sorrow, yet with 
hearts swelling with pride and admiration, the honor roll of our heroes 
in battle. Deeds of valor, greater than any told in song or story, will 
be the heritage of our boys who are stepping forth today to face 
the 
foes of liberty, humanity and c o m m o n decency. 
I hese boys and those who are to follow are offering their lives in 
the defense of our homes, of our mothers, our sisters, our wives and 
our children- just as surely as though the tram p of the hordes of bru­ 
tal Huns were sounding across our own borders today. For, except for 
the heroism, the bravery and devotion of Belgium and France, and the 
ships of England, America today would be either paying tribute to the 
war lord of Prussia or would be fighting back with desperation and 
untrained, unequipped and unarm ed men, the advance of the G erm an 
legions across its land. Desecrated homes, outraged women, mutilat­ 
ed children, destroyed churches, charred and ruined farms and cities 
would now have been our portion. 
I hink then of what we owe to these fighting men. We, who are too 
old to shoulder rifle and kit. 
We, who, though young in 
years, 
are 
physically unfit. We, who, “ doubting in our abject spirit,” h a v e n ’t the 
courage to bear our part of the burden, but stand idly by while 
the 
sons, the brothers, the husbands and neighbors and friends go forth to 
m ake democracy safe for the world, and America secure for us and 
our loved ones. It is a debt so great, we cannot hope ever to pay it in 
full. Yet for us who stay at ho m e there is work each of us can do, and 
work as vitally im portant as shouldering a rifle or “ going over 
the 
t o p ” in the gray dawn of a morning in Flanders. 


By spring the United States will have in France a half million fight­ 
ing men. I hey must be fed, armed, clothed and cared for from a base 
two thousand and m ore miles away, over seas infested with submarines 
and mines. A gigantic task, yet one we shall surely accomplish. 
I o the American Red Cross has been given tlie privilege of furnish­ 
ing hospital supplies and garm ents for our troops and for the troops 
of our allies, of giving aid and assistance to the sick, suffering and 
starving of Belgium, France and Serbia especially; and to do this, the 
American Red Cross must get its funds from those of us who stay at 
home, and who salve our conscience with our expressed willingness to 
give to the limit of our giving as our bit to the ending of this mighty 
conflict. 


I he Lam ar C hapter of the American Red Cross, 
organized Mav 
25th of this year, starting its membership campaign Ju n e 7th, with a 
piesent m embership ot 2400« through its seventeen classes of patriotic 
women workers, has worked up and is working up materials repre­ 
senting an expenditure of close to $ 3 ,0 00 .00 . W ork and devotion to 
a holy cause of which this city should feel very proud. 


W e now have a most urgent and insistent call for knitted garments, 
which are in addition to our regular work.

As the davs 
go by and the wounded begin to come back to our
